3wer was, * Under that of General Borgalla. 
‚ Sir James then sent a boat to say, the British 
Government knew of only two parties in 
Hayti, who werc authoriged.to send out ships 
of war; and added, they must go with him 
‚$o Jamaica; saying, also, he would land the 
troops. To which Admiral Gasper replied, 
he could not. Five minutes were „given far 
thé Haytian Admiral to decide, before” the 
expiration vf which a broadside was fired into 
the English Frigate. A desperate action then 
&nsued fortwo haurs and a half, and ended 
in the Haytian frigate striking her col. 
os. The corvette and brig were pursued 
by Sir James, but got vader the guns of the 
te near Mariguane, .
